t, reorganization of the naval reserve 


is proposed in a tentative bill pre- 
pared by the navy department and 
forwarded to officials of the naval 
reserve 
association 
by Secretaiy 


Uenby for comment before it is pre- 
sented to congress. Included in the 
proposed act is the provision f->r a 
merchant marine 
reserve 
section 
and for certain merchant ships to 
fly a reserve emblem. 


The bill would abolish t,H crust- 


ing naval or marine corps reserves 
and establish a naval reserve as a 
"competent part" of the navy, con- 
sisting of three classes, the fleet re- 
serve, the merchant marine naval 
reserve and the volunteer naval re- 
serve. A separate section 
provides 


for reorganization 
of the 
present 


marine corps reserve in conformity 
with the new plan. It would Lave 
two 
classes 
corresponding to the 


fleet reserve and the 
volunteer re- 
serve of the naval establishment. 


Enlistments in the. reserve wtfuld 


be for four years while 
officers 


would hold their commission "dur- 
ing th© pleasure of the president." 


Reservists of tho first two classes 


could be ordered to 
duty by the 


president in time of war or national 
emergency to serve throughout the 
war or emergency, but in time of 
peace could be called out only with 
their own consent, except for pre- 
scribed training. The volunteer re- 
serve would be liable for war duty 
only. 


Any officer or enlisted man of the 
reserve injured 
in line of duty 


f while on active, training or volun- 
teer service 
would be entitled_to 


regular service benefits. 
^ 


In peace time tho fleet reserve 


would be required to give fifteen 
days training service annually re- 
ceiving regular pay for that period. 


Lieutenant Connnandrrs and offi- 
cers of lower rank of the fleet res- 
erve would be rischargecl into the 
volunteer reserve when fifty years 
of age. While commanders would go 
to the x-oluntcer reserve at 55 years 
and captains at 60 years. 


To fill up the fleet reserve, author- 


ity would be given to require a four 
year fleet reserve enrollment as a 
part and extension of each man en- 
listed in the regular navy, assign- 
ment to the reserve to be made un- 
less the sailor re-enlisted. 
Twenty years in the regular ser- 
vice would permit transfer to the 
fleet reserve on a one-third i^.y basis. 
Thirty years service in the fleet and 
fleet reserve combined would mean 
retirement on half pay. 


Officers and men of the merchant 
marine reserve, not on active duty 
with the navy, would receieve a 
month's base pay a year for per- 
formance of appropriate duties and 
"would be transferred to the volun- 
teeer reserv'e or discharged within a 
yeaer after they ceased to follow the 
sea. 
Officers would bo eligible to 


honorary reirement without pay at 
64 years of age. 


The 
reserve 
pennant 
could bo 


flown by ships of 2.500 tons of up 
designed as suitable for naval auxil- 
iary service in war and when the 
master and 25 per cent of the ship's 
officers and 10 per cent of the crew 
were reservists. 


OPPOSE CANADIAN 


RECIPROCITY PACT 


Washington, March 2.—William S. 


Fielding, who came to Washington 
several days ago in the interest of a 
general tariff reciprocity agreement 
between the United States and Can- 
ada, has been advised by congression- 
al leaders that congress does not 
look with favor at this time on such 
an agreement. 


Washington. March 2.—Opposition 


to any general reciprocity agreement 
•with Canada 
was voiced today by 


Chairman McCumber, of the senate 
finance- committee, when informed 
that W. S. Fielding, Canadian min- 
ister of finance. Was in Washington 
in the interest of such an agree- 
ment. 
"Canada has only agricultural pro- 


ducts to send to the United States 
under such an agreement," said Sen- 
ator McCumber, "and we have an ex- 
portable surplus of such commod- 
ities." The finance committee chair- 
man and other members of the com- 
mittee expressed the opinion that 
the reciprocity law passed by con- 
gress in 1911 was a dead letter al- 
though 
never 
formally 
repealed. 
Senator MiCumber said the United 
States has made a definite proffer 
to Canada which that country had 
specifically refused to accept and 
that since then tariff legislation had 
been enacted without reference to the 
1911 act. 
Repeal of the law is provided in 


the so-called permanent tariff bill 
pased by the house last year and 
now 
under 
consideration 
by the 


finance committee.

New Tork, March 2.—Mary Pick- 


ford does not have to pay Mrs. Cora 
C. Wilkenning any part of the $108, 
000 which Mrs. Wilkenning claims 
was due her as commission for get- 
ting the film star a raise to $10,000 
a week. This was the verdict of a 
federal jury, returned last night and 
unsealed today before Federal Judge 
Mack. 


Federal Judge Mack reached the 


conclusion that either Mary Pick- 
ford or Mrs. Cora W. Wilkenning, 
who sued the actress for $108,000, 
had lied, and he left it to the jury 
to decide which was guilty. 
The jury returned its decision this 


afternoon, but as Judge Mack had 
gone home, the verdict was sealed 
and the question of veracity will not 
be publicly settled until tomorrow. 


The lie, according to the judge, 


rested ,in the conflicting stories of 
the methods Mary used . in ] 916. to 
get Adolph Zukor to raise her salary 
from J4.000 a week to $10,000. 


Mrs. Wilkenning, whose business 


is that of locating jobs and better 
salaries for people who live by amus- 
ing others claimed that it was she 
who persuaded Mr. Zukor to fatten 
Mary's income. 


She said the screen star came to 


her and told her about hearing that 
Charlie Chaplin was making a mil- 
lion dollars a year, and she thought 
her curls and her pout were worth 
just as much as the comedian's derby 
and shuffle of words to that effect. 


According to Mrs. 
Wilkenning's 


story it was agreed that she would 
sally forth and get other producers 
to bid for Mary's 
services which 


would force Zukor to raise the ante, 
and then she would get 10 per cent, 
commission on the 
new contract. 


Thus she claimed $108,000 as her 
commission and extra charges be- 
cause Mary got a $10.000 a week 
contract running for two years. 


Mary, who was in the court room 


today with her husband, Douglas 
Fairbanks and her mother, flatly de- 
nied Mrs. Wilkenning's story. 
Today Mrs. W51kennin's lawyer 


told what he thought about Mary's 
mother, and Mrs. Pickford 
almost 


cried. 
But she smiled again when 


Mary kissed her and told her to 
brace up and show her "Irish sense 
of humor." 


Neither Mary nor her husband, 


Douglas Fairbanks, 
was in 
court 


when the verdict 
was announced. 


Her counsel rushed to the telephone 
to acquaint her with the news at 
her hotel. Counsel for Mrs. Wilken- 
ning filed notice of an appeal.

ficiating. 
Whether tho body shall 


lie in state before the church ser- 
vices has not been determined. 


Cincinnati, O.. March 2.—The fu- 


neral arrangements for former Mayor 
Galvin, who died suddenly of heart 
disease while reading a newspaper 
at his home Wednesday night have 
been deferred until the arrival of his 
sisters who are Mrs. William King, 
of Lexington, Ky.; Mrs. William De- 
lancy of Detroit, Mich., and Sister 
Mary Paula of Georgetown, Ky. It 
is believed that a public funeral will 
be held. Mayor George Carrell, who 
succeeded Mr. Galvin in that office 
has called a meeting of the board 
of control if the municipal building 
shall be closed on the date of the 
funeral. 
In memory of Galvin. Judge J. W. 
Peck adjourned the United States 
district court here this morning to 
remain closed all day. 


THREE KILLED IN RIOTS.

Declaring the people he represent 


ed asked that this step be taken 
"only after the rfarding admiriistra 
tion was given free opportunity ti 
act," Mr. Davila, who is a member 
of the Unionist party of the island 
expressed the belief that if Governor 
Reily should be called as a witness 
before an investigating 
committee, 


"he himself will be the best evidence 
of the justice of our demand for his 
removal." 


Preceding a long series of charges 


against the governor. Mr. Davila 
told the house 
that 
while he be- 


lieved President Harding 
made a 


mistake in appointing him, he knew 
the President was 
imposed 
upon, 


and therefore the appointment was 
not made "knowingly or with the 
least malice toward the people of 
r'.Tto Rico." He added, however, that 
We "have exhausted all of our means 
to obtain the removal of the govern- 
or by the 
administration." 


Mr. Davila charged among other 


things: 


That Governor Reily "announced 


publicly that he 
intends to make 


$20U,000 during tho next four years 
in office, whereas the salary as gov- 
ernor is $10,000." 


That he has endeavored to "stir 


up strife and discord among the the 
citizens"; that he unlawfully "inter- 
ferred with the courts of justice and 
attempted 
to 
intimidate judges"; 


that in public speeches he uttered 
disregard of the feelings and senti- 
ments of the citizens and denounced 
the flag of Porto Rico as. "a dirty 
rag"; that he declared to members 
of the senate he 
would 
have th'e 


government at Washington "annul 
the organic 
act," 
which provides 


that the senate shall ratify appoint- 
ments," unless the nominations were 
confirmed, which amounts to intimi- 
dation," and that he has attempted 
to poison the mind and prejudice 
public opinion in the United States 
"by stating in public, speeches that 
prominent Porto Ricans were dis- 
loyal and traitors." 
Governor Reily, Mr. Davila said, 


"boasts of his strong influence with 
the President of the United States. 
" 'I am a very influential man'," 


he quoted Reily was saying. Asked 
by the president why 
he did not 


make appointments, Reily told me 
be replied, 'Mr. President, you are 
:he boss,' and the 
President 
said. 


'Mont, bring the names and I will 
sign.' 


"The administration of Governor 


Reily has been a succession of in- 
sults to the people. When he went to 
the island he found a land of peace 
and happiness and almost overnight 
he transformed if into a hot-bed of 
dissension and despair. 
He could 


;iave had the everlasting- friendship 
and affection of Porto Ricans of all 
classes had he possessed the least 
qualification to be their governor. 
And I say to you in full truth, we 
can stand no more. 
Tho moment 
las come when our self-respect re- 
jels. 
We appeal to you for relief 


from this administrator."

HOLD CONFERENCE 


Chicago. March 2.—General chair- 


man of the American Train Dispatch- 
ers' association, 
representing train 


dispatchers on nearly all the rail- 
roads of the United States, gathered 
here today for a meeting tomorrow 
prior to the wage adjustment hearing 
that will be held before the United 
States railroad labor board, starting 
March 6. 
The general chairmen will deter- 


mine the policy of the association 
for the wage hearing, J. G. Luhrsen, 
president of the association, said in 
a statement today.

domestic service and $1.25 a day for 
foreign service.

agreement of the subcommittee was 
issued by Chairman Fordney: 


'•The subcommittee consisting 'of' 


Chairman Fordney, Messrs Green, 
Long-worth, Hawley, Treadway and 
Copley have tentatively agreed upon 
and prepared a provision to be sub- 
mitted which in substance is as fol- 
lows: 


"The elimination of the cash fea- 


ture of the bonus bill where the vet- 
erans are entitled to more than $50 
adjusted service pay, but adding a. 
new loan provision to the adjusted-; 
service certificate title which will en- 
able holders of such certificates to 
borrow from any national bank or 
bank or trust company incorporated 
under the laws of any state fifty per 
cent of the sum of the adjusted ser- 
vice pay prior to Sept. 30, 1925.

crease of more than $90,000,000 in 
the public dr" •• during February was 
announced today by the treasury. 


On February 28 the total debt 
stood at J23,478,667,789, AS compared 
with $23,388,544,236 on January 31. 
The increase In the debt was largely 
accounted for, officials explained, by 
the issuance Of approximately $601,- 
000,000 in treasury notes due to the 
month while the government secur- 
ities retired during February ap- 
proximated $511,000.000. 
However, 


officials believed that the continued 
quarterly reduction in the public 
debt would go on during llarch when 
installments of income and profits 
taxes are due. 


Ordinary expenditures of the gov- 


ernment during February aggregated 
$182,000,000 as compared with $351,- 
000,000 during the same month last 
year while ordinary receipts for the 
month approximated $175,000.000, as 
against

1921.

Experiments with 
gas bombs to control forest fires In 
their initial stages were tried, and 
the information gained has been of 
benefit to the forest service. 


One use to which chemicals are be- 


ing put is 1n the eradication of the 
blister beetle, commonly called the 
potato bug. These insects make 
their appearance suddenly, and a re-' 
liable insecticide 
Is necessary in 
order to control them. There are and 
have been insecticides on the market 
for yeart?, but the chemical warfare 
service has experimented along this 
line with the idea obtaining an even 
jporo reliable means of combating 
this pest and one which could be 
sold at a lower price than usually 
Obtains. It is officially stated that 
"valuable results have been obtained 
to date from the actual test of these 
chemicals on plants."

Application for membership is made by boys of not less than 12 years

Tenderfoot Scout rank, I have 


carefully considered the Scout Oath and Law, and I hereby apply for 


mC"Vfr admitted, I agree to be guided by the rules of the troop and the 
regulations of the Boy Scouts of America. 
I further agree that if at any 


time I cease to be a scout, I will turn over to the scoutmaster my mem- 
bership certificate, badge, uniform and other insignia." 
Tho importance of this form of application is found in the tact, as 
stated in previous articles that the Boy Scout is one that has voluntarily 
consented to the Scout Onth and Law and that boys are not allowed to keep 
the scout badges and uniform and insignia if they do not continue actively 
as scouts or refus2 to abide by the obligations that they have thus assumed. 


PARENT'S CERTIFICATE. 
In addition to the application of the boy and on the same form there 
is an accompanying certificate of the parent or guardian of the applicant 
showing that the obligations to be assumed arc now familiar to the 
parent (or guardian), that the application is made by his consent, and that 
he pledges co-operation in seeing that the boy fulfills his obligation. 
Here then isspread the trail of the scout as to the organization under 


which he works. It has been carefully mapped out in its present form as 
the result of years of experimental processes. It is thus given that all 
who are boys, who have been boys, or who have boys, may Bee the com- 
P C Besides the regular lines of scout work which will next be presented 
there are 59 different lines of specialized work for the advancd scout who 
may desire to win merit badges.
